1. Of the newer strides ahead for better Lawns, we have developed our Exclusive CRAB GRASS Eradi- 
cation process, which is sure death for the seeds of this pest before growth starts in the spring. 
2. The next great cultural help in promoting better turf is AERIFYING SERVICE. Take out small 
plugs 6" apart. The plugs should be $ inch in diameter and 3" deep. The advantage is that the 
loose-walled openings allow water to stay with the Lawn; it will also hold fertilizer, seeds and 
other applications better. The plugs can be used for topdressing, thus eliminating that expense. 
However, a small amount of Peat Moss is excellent to fill the holes for permanent absorbency. Then 
our Minnehaha Brand Lawn Seed should be applied with Grass Grower Plant Food. 

3. Our Verticut Service is also new and very good. Actually it does away with top dressing of 
Black Soil, which is often infested with Crab Grass Seed. Many short knives hit the ground and 
work a small amount of soil up, enough for seed germination. This also eliminates FUNGUS DISEASE 
and matted conditions in the Lawn. If Peat Moss is applied with the Fertilizer, Seed and Fungi- 
cide may all be worked in at one time. Soil Topdressing raises the Lawn level, not always desirable. 
4. Bent Lawns have a tendency to grow "TOO THICK". A verticutting once a year takes care of that. 
5. Lawn, grass and trees can live together when the right kind of seed is used. We recommend our 
CERTIFIED FESCUE GRASS for that and also for banks and boulevards. Aerifying is an ideal treatment 
under trees and on boulevards. Trees use a lot of water, so make it stay with the tree and also 
benefit the grass. Trees and the turf must be fed, so be liberal with the fertilizer. In summer 
give them an extra dose of RAPIDGRO during the hot spell. This is a liquid fertilizer. 

6. Lawn seed is best applied in the very early spring, on the last snow or right after is ideal. 
Use our EXCLUSIVE MINNEHAHA BRAND LAWN SEED, grown especially for us at NORTHERN GARDENS. You may 
mix it with the fertilizer and apply it. Our store prepares this mix for better than 75% of our 
customers. It is a very good procedure, also, to mix a can of good Fungicide in for protection of 
the seeds against Fungus. 50% Captain or Terzah is ideal for that. You may rake it in with a LEAF 
. Broom..or- Verticut...._ Karly application is the important thing for-success. 

7. Lawn grass is much more susceptible to Fungus disease when overdoses of Nitrogen Fertilizer has 
been used. DON'T USE IT. Use our GRASS GROWER, which is a balanced Fertilizer 8-8-6, and which 
will give the plant food for building up ali, organs in the grass plant. 

8. A seeded lawn is the most perfect lawn. Sod is COW pasture, containing almost anything, and 
must in any case be built up afterward. So why not choose the CHEAPER and BETTER way by seeding? 

9. Many customers ask if freezing of lawn seed BEFORE germination hurts the seed. It does not. 

It is very beneficial. Early seeding is Nature's way and always the best. 

10. Does seed sometimes wash away from Rain, Sprinkling, etc.? ‘hat to do about it is a question 
commonly asked at our store. We have for years used the policy of covering the area with burlap 
bags for a week, after which the seed is up in perfect condition and ALL OF THE SEEDS GROW. Now we 
also have a Nylon Covering which can be rolled over the area, and used time after time. It is a 
most rewarding way to protect the seed. It can be rented for use. 

11. The MINNEHAHA BRAND LAWN MIXICRE is particularly a TURF MAKER of a very permanent nature. 

12. Many annual flowers should be started indoors now. Visit our very large selection of Flower 
Seeds and do not forget to explore NEW VARIETIES. Ask which are the most outstanding,exquisite ones. 
13. Starting a perennial flower from seed is a most fascinating venture. Be sure to try at least 
some of the better choice perennial flowers. We have special Soil Mixtures for starting them with 
Peat Moss, Lime, Bonemeal, and fertilizers added in proper proportion. 


14. We ran so pitifully short of our famous HYBRID CIEMATIS last year. This year we have then,

They are not 
used too much here. Not because they aren't adapted, but simply because they have not been intro- 
duced. 

16. Have you started your Tuberous Begonias yet? If not, now is the time. They can be potted and 
started in a box for early bloom. You should mix half peat moss with bone meal. We have it here. 
17. How about Fancy Leaved CALADIUMS. They are most ornamental and so very different. They will 
grow in the shade, semishade or full sun. _ They should be started now - in same type of soil as 
Begonias. ‘ 

18. DAHLIA and GLADIOLUS should be used liberally. For cut flowers, there is nothing like Glads, 
and our superb Holland Bulbs. They are treated for Thrips, too. Dahlias planted in the back of 
Chrysanthemums, makes ea beautiful sight in the fell. DON'T MISS IT! 

19. May we call your attention to other bulbs that are very much worth your time. Pink and white 
Calla Lilies, Ismene and Montbreties, Oxalis and Panunculus, Regal Lilies and Rubrum, Tigridies 

and Tuberoses, Zepheranthus, and many,.many others. Some day I will treat them in this little 
bulletin in detail. ’ 

20. ROSES - We have a great variety of these and no finer plants have been ever introduced. Pre- 
pare the soil with RICH beds.
